How could we get on without salt’ 
Vn our daily food, ns In our dully life, a 
111tl< of It is necessary, and tbe abneuce 
of U takes away from the flavor of ev¬ 
erything we eat. Tbe "salt of life” 
which we beur about signifies tbe 
health, vigor and wit which we tlnd In 
life. There wus a time In countries far 
Srum the sea when primitive man oev- 
•r u»t*d salt In his food, and It was 
•ulv when nations advanced in civ UP 
•atlou that salt became an absolute ne¬ 
cessity. 

Hut It was not alone as food that salt 
was valnsd. Among the ancients a salt 
spring was regarded as a gift of the 
gods, and It was believed tbat any salt 
ftound in tbe soil lent It a peculiar sanc¬ 
tity and made It a place w here prayers 
were most readily beard. Every meal 
tbat Included salt had a certain sacred 
‘ character, creating a bond of piety and 
friendship .between host and guest; 
hence the expression. “There la salt 
between us,” meaning friendship, and 
to lie “untrne to salt” means to be dis¬ 
loyal or ungrateful. 

In the middle nges. when all classes 
and degrees sut at the same board, 
they were placed according to rank, 
above or below tbe great saltcellar, 
which always stood In the middle and 
marked the dividing social Hue. “Above 
tbe salt” meant “of high degree." He 
low the salt were the yeomanry, serfs 
and vassals of the feudal days. A good 
description of this custom may be 
found In “lvnnboe” where Cedric, the 
Km xon. entertains his vassals and 
friends. 

A pinch of salt Is always considered 
hicky in cooking. To take anything 
“with a pinch of salt” means to excuse 
•r make allowances for It. A “salt” Is 
a sailor- To salt one's conversation 
means to make It sparkle. Salt !■ al¬ 
ways employed In a sense of benefit or 
strength. 

The Bible has many references to 
■alt. among them being **Ye are the 
•alt of the earth.” Matthew v. 13, and 
SL Paul uy», “I-et your speech be al 
waya with grace seasoned with salt." 

Salt Is used by Catholics In baptism 
They consider It a symbol of wisdom 
and put a few grains in the mouth of 
tbe person baptized.

A row of paper lanterns lu the black

Rot go where he will tbe lantern 
la always there, dangling and swaying 
and dimly flashing. 

Tbe lantern on the rickshaw la a 
characteristic detail of tbe night pic¬ 
ture of Yokohama. It la a aeries u t 
brilliant dashes cf color under a cloud¬ 
less. starlit sky. fanned by a soft 
breeze which aeemt half of the sea and 
half of the tropica, with smiling, doll- 
like people gliding about everywhere.

Certain It Is that 
few things aujrwbere In tbe round 
world cun be more beautiful than lan¬ 
tern lighted Yokohama. <

They are not bung at reg¬ 
ular heights or Intervals, but make a 
sort of tangle of soft colored lights 
over the front of the buildings and 
even across tbe street.—New York Mail 
and Express.

FOREIGN BANK METHODS. 

Ybv 1 »<lr,rl«p*d Orates* Is law Is 
(wwtlseslsl ICitrww*. 

A l*nnk "beck Is Poked upon with 
■aspU-lou In Ituly. Practically no smalt 
trade* until would take a check, and 
none of them k>-vp* u bunk account. It 
was attfl uiurv surprising to me to find 
that such a statement would be uluioat 
literally true of Part* Itself. I wns 
studying the mechanism of the Bank 
of France under the guidance of one 
of the officers. We went luto one great 
room In tbe old building In which there 
were ktk) desks Inclosed In wire cages, 
all empty at tbe moment. 1 asked what 
these were for. 

“Throe cages are for our city col¬ 
lectors,” I was told. “When a small 
merchant borrows from the Bank of 
France, he doe# not, as with you in 
America, borrow s bank credit and 
have his loan merely added to his bal¬ 
ance on tbe Utoks of the bunk. W ith 
us the merchant, when be mukes a 
loan, gets the actual 'money and takes 
It sway. He prolHtldy ban no buuk nc- 
rount with us. lie writes no check*. 
When the louu Is due. he does not. us 
would be the case In your luinks, come 
In and pay his indebtedness with u 
check; Instead of that wo scud a col- 
leetor to him, uttd that collector is re¬ 
paid the loau lu actual currency. Two 
hundred men start out from the Bank 
of Franc# every morning to collect urn- 
tur«tl loan*. Several days each month 
It ta nec e ssary to send out -its* men. 
and on the 1st nnd tbe lot It of cacti 
mouth Guo collectors go out." 

These* collector* wer* uniformed 
men. carrying leather pouches. In 
which they have the matured notes 
and which are later tilled with curren¬ 
cy a* the collections are made from the 
bank's borrow era. 

1 stood at tbe paying teller's desk a* 
I went farther along lu my tour of the 
Bank of France. As I halted there tbs 
man who h*p|M-ned to be at the win¬ 
dow at the moment presented a check 
for 50.000 francs. The money was 
counted out and handl'd over to him. 
stored away In a big wallet, and b# 
passed on. I asked if It were no* un¬ 
usual for a man to draw out so much 
currency and was tyld that It was not 
It was but another Illustration of hew 
undeveloped fa tbe banking ay stem of 
continental Europe In Its uses by the 
general public.—Scribner's Magazine.
